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How The Telephone Strike 


The telephone strike could be settled today if the union would 


accept our offer to arbitrate the major demands. In the belief that 
the principal demand of the striking union centers around wages, 
the company has offered to submit the wage issue to a panel of five 
impartial citizens, appointed by Governor Laney and the gover- 
nors of the other four states in which the company operates. This 
offer still stands and the company urges its reconsideration by the 
union officials. 


The union declares the present wage scale is low. The company 


believes this scale compares favorably with wages paid for equal 
skills and training in the various communities it serves. In fairness 
to the public, the employees, and the company, we believe these 
differing viewpoints can best be resolved by the arbitration panel 
of five men acquainted with conditions in this territory. 
Such a 


panel should be able to arrive at an equitable finding on whether 
or not present telephone company wages should be adjusted. 


The company further offered to broaden the subjects for arbi- 


tration so that they include not only basic wages but such other 
demands as length of time for employees to reach top wage rates, 
wage differentials between different communities, longer vacations 
and leaves of absence for union officers. Other issues raised by the 
union such as union shop, check off, jurisdiction-of work and the 
like, are in the company's opinion not proper subjects for arbitra- 
tion. 


It is our earnest hope that the union's leadership will still ac- 


cept our offer to join with us in a request for arbitration to the 
governors of the five states in our area. In the meantime, recog- 
nizing our responsibility to the public welfare, we reiterate our 
pledge to do our utmost to provide as much service as possible in 
this emergency.

Nevertheless, he gave a 
clear, reasonable and conciliatory 
review of the silualion calculated 
to reassure. his own country and 
those nations represented at Lake 
Success. 
The fact is, however, that

UN commission in Greece has been 
there for some three months. It had 
not yet stared o wire its report. 
The situation on the Greek border 
remains tense. Greece has been liv- 
ing largely .on British funds, and 
Britain can no longer afford to fool 
Ihe bill. 


As Mr. Austin pointed out, the 


International Bank is not yet fun- 
ctioning, and Greece might not 
be considered a good credit risk if 
.it were. Further, there is the reco- 
mmendation of the UN's Food and 
Agricultural Organization,

Mr. Austin quoted, that Greece ap- 
ply to the United States for funds 
for essenial food and other 
im- 
ports. 


The case of aid to Turkey 
is 
something else, and Mr. Austin real- 
ly bypassed that phase of the Tru- 
m'an program. Since he obviously 
had been instructed to ignore the 
military angle, there was little else 
that he could do. 


To those at home 
and abroad 


who have accused Mr. Truman of 
war-mongcring imperialism, 
Mr. 


Austin gave a pointed reminder: 
"The program will have been fully 
and exhaustively debated by Con- 
gress and the whole American peo- 
ple before Congress lakes final ac- 
tion. Congress must make Ihc de- 
cision." 


Mr. Austin forcefully reaffirmed 
America's desire for world peace, 
world freedom, and success of the 
United Nations. And he as force- 
fully implied that the U. S. gov- 
ernment does not relish the rule 
proposed by the President -ind that 
it will rejoice when the clay comes 
thai Ihe United Naions ean take 
over this and similar burdens. 
Mr. Austin's speech surely has 
given American and world opinion 
a better understanding of Mr. Tru- 
man's program. H is not unlikelv 
that the UN represent alive has al- 
so increased the liklihood of its ac- 
ceptance and success.

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How The Telephone Strike 


The telephone strike could be settled today if the union would 


accept our offer to arbitrate the major demands. In the belief that 
the principal demand of the striking union centers around wages, 
the company has offered to submit the wage issue to a panel of five 
impartial citizens, appointed by Governor Laney and the gover- 
nors of the other four states in which the company operates. This 
offer still stands and the company urges its reconsideration by the 
union officials. 


The union declares the present wage scale is low. The company 


believes this scale compares favorably with wages paid for equal 
skills and training in the various communities it serves. In fairness 
to the public, the employees, and the company, we believe these 
differing viewpoints can best be resolved by the arbitration panel 
of five men acquainted with conditions in this territory. 
Such a 


panel should be able to arrive at an equitable finding on whether 
or not present telephone company wages should be adjusted. 


The company further offered to broaden the subjects for arbi- 


tration so that they include not only basic wages but such other 
demands as length of time for employees to reach top wage rates, 
wage differentials between different communities, longer vacations 
and leaves of absence for union officers. Other issues raised by the 
union such as union shop, check off, jurisdiction-of work and the 
like, are in the company's opinion not proper subjects for arbitra- 
tion. 


It is our earnest hope that the union's leadership will still ac-

The fact is, however, that

UN commission in Greece has been 
there for some three months. It had 
not yet stared o wire its report. 
The situation on the Greek border 
remains tense. Greece has been liv- 
ing largely .on British funds, and 
Britain can no longer afford to fool 
Ihe bill. 


As Mr. Austin pointed out, the 


International Bank is not yet fun- 
ctioning, and Greece might not 
be considered a good credit risk if 
.it were. Further, there is the reco- 
mmendation of the UN's Food and 
Agricultural Organization,

Mr. Austin quoted, that Greece ap- 
ply to the United States for funds 
for essenial food and other 
im- 
ports. 


The case of aid to Turkey 
is 
something else, and Mr. Austin real- 
ly bypassed that phase of the Tru- 
m'an program. Since he obviously 
had been instructed to ignore the 
military angle, there was little else 
that he could do. 


To those at home 
and abroad 


who have accused Mr. Truman of 
war-mongcring imperialism, 
Mr. 


Austin gave a pointed reminder: 
"The program will have been fully 
and exhaustively debated by Con- 
gress and the whole American peo- 
ple before Congress lakes final ac- 
tion. Congress must make Ihc de- 
cision." 


Mr. Austin forcefully reaffirmed 
America's desire for world peace, 
world freedom, and success of the 
United Nations. And he as force- 
fully implied that the U. S. gov- 
ernment does not relish the rule 
proposed by the President -ind that 
it will rejoice when the clay comes 
thai Ihe United Naions ean take 
over this and similar burdens. 
Mr. Austin's speech surely has 
given American and world opinion 
a better understanding of Mr. Tru- 
man's program. H is not unlikelv 
that the UN represent alive has al- 
so increased the liklihood of its ac- 
ceptance and success.

The telephone strike could be settled today if the union would 


accept our offer to arbitrate the major demands. In the belief that 
the principal demand of the striking union centers around wages, 
the company has offered to submit the wage issue to a panel of five 
impartial citizens, appointed by Governor Laney and the gover- 
nors of the other four states in which the company operates. This 
offer still stands and the company urges its reconsideration by the 
union officials. 


The union declares the present wage scale is low. The company 


believes this scale compares favorably with wages paid for equal 
skills and training in the various communities it serves. In fairness 
to the public, the employees, and the company, we believe these 
differing viewpoints can best be resolved by the arbitration panel 
of five men acquainted with conditions in this territory. 
Such a 


panel should be able to arrive at an equitable finding on whether 
or not present telephone company wages should be adjusted. 


The company further offered to broaden the subjects for arbi- 


tration so that they include not only basic wages but such other 
demands as length of time for employees to reach top wage rates, 
wage differentials between different communities, longer vacations 
and leaves of absence for union officers. Other issues raised by the 
union such as union shop, check off, jurisdiction-of work and the 
like, are in the company's opinion not proper subjects for arbitra- 
tion. 


It is our earnest hope that the union's leadership will still ac- 


cept our offer to join with us in a request for arbitration to the 
governors of the five states in our area. In the meantime, recog- 
nizing our responsibility to the public welfare, we reiterate our 
pledge to do our utmost to provide as much service as possible in 
this emergency.

this said nothing new. In fact, by 
omitting reference to the military 
aspects of the President's program, 
he said somesvhat less than Mr. 
Truman. Nevertheless, he gave a 
clear, reasonable and conciliatory 
review of the silualion calculated 
to reassure. his own country and 
those nations represented at Lake 
Success. 
The fact is, however, that 
the 
UN commission in Greece has been 
there for some three months. It had 
not yet stared o wire its report. 
The situation on the Greek border 
remains tense. Greece has been liv- 
ing largely .on British funds, and 
Britain can no longer afford to fool 
Ihe bill. 


As Mr. Austin pointed out, the 


International Bank is not yet fun- 
ctioning, and Greece might not 
be considered a good credit risk if 
.it were. Further, there is the reco- 
mmendation of the UN's Food and 
Agricultural Organization, 
which" 
Mr. Austin quoted, that Greece ap- 
ply to the United States for funds 
for essenial food and other 
im- 
ports. 


The case of aid to Turkey 
is 
something else, and Mr. Austin real- 
ly bypassed that phase of the Tru- 
m'an program. Since he obviously 
had been instructed to ignore the 
military angle, there was little else 
that he could do. 


To those at home 
and abroad 


who have accused Mr. Truman of 
war-mongcring imperialism, 
Mr. 


Austin gave a pointed reminder: 
"The program will have been fully 
and exhaustively debated by Con- 
gress and the whole American peo- 
ple before Congress lakes final ac- 
tion. Congress must make Ihc de- 
cision." 


Mr. Austin forcefully reaffirmed 
America's desire for world peace, 
world freedom, and success of the 
United Nations. And he as force- 
fully implied that the U. S. gov- 
ernment does not relish the rule 
proposed by the President -ind that 
it will rejoice when the clay comes 
thai Ihe United Naions ean take 
over this and similar burdens. 
Mr. Austin's speech surely has 
given American and world opinion 
a better understanding of Mr. Tru- 
man's program. H is not unlikelv 
that the UN represent alive has al- 
so increased the liklihood of its ac- 
ceptance and success.

Of course! a German government 


must be so constructed as to carry 
out the original Allied agreement 
to 
extirpate 
militarism 
and 


nazism, and to make sure that the 
country never again will threaten 
world peace. With this in view the 
Western Allies have been encourr 
aging the Germans 
to 
establish 
state and local governments and, 
so far as feasible, to run their own 
affairs under guidance of the occu- 
pation authorities. There has been 
recognition, however, that it would 
be dangerous to 
allow 
political 
coalescence of the German popu- 
lation before Nazism and the spirit 
of aggression had been eradicated. 


It will take a long period, ox edu- 


cation to achieve these 
results. 


As I've reported in previous col- 
umns, when I was in Germany last 
year the spirit of Hitlerism —which

Dr. SynRtnan Rhee, president of 


the provisional government of Ko- 
rea, said on a visit to Washington 
he had to 
master 
the 
Chinese 
classics before he passed his exams 
as a young man. 


Dr. Rhee, a life-long loader of 


the Korean 
independence 
move- 
ment, is a dapper personality who 
dresses with Bond Street 
impec- 


cability. 
Humorous, intellectual, 
the 72'year-old statesman 
has 
a 


habit of blowing on the tips of his 
fingers 
in 
times 
of 
emotional 
stress. < 


This probably goes back to an 


experience he had in 1897, when 
he was placed in prison because 
of his attempts to force 
reforms 


in the government. He 
led 
the 


youth of his country in a move- 
ment to 
keep 
the 
government 


free from Japanese and Russian 
influence and to 
secure 
demo- 


cratic reforms from the Yi 
dy- 
nasty. 


For the first six months of his 


seven years' 
incarceration, 
Dr. 


Rhee was tortured daily. He was 
beaten. Oiled papers 
were 
tied 


around his arm and then set afire. 
Three-cornered 
bamboo 
sticks 
were placed between his fingers 
and his hands then tightly bound. 
Dr. Rhee had attended a mission 


school in Seoul. Korea's capital, 


I where he learned English and was 
converted'to Christianity. While in 
prison one of his fellow prisoners 
•held a copy of the New Testament 
for him lo read aloud to the others, 
bringing 
about 
their 
conversion 
also. 


Behind .bars he also 
wrote 
a 


book called "The Spirit of 
Inde- 


pendence," which he managed to 
have smuggled out of the prison 
and published. 


In 1004, when the Russo-Japanese 
war was about to start and a gen- 
eral amnesty of political prisoners 
-is effected, Dr. Rhee was 
re- 


-_ased. 
Refusing, 
however, 
to 


acquiesce to Japanese domination, 
he 
came 
to 
this 
country 
and 


studied 
at 
George : Washington 


university, Harvard and Princeton. 
President Wilson pcrsonnally con- 
lerred his Ph. D. degree on him 
at Princeton. His doctor's disser- 
tation was on "United States For- 
eign Policy in Asia." 


Then 
Dr. 
Rhee 
returned 
lo 


Korea as representative 
of 
the 
Methodist Board of Foreign, mis- 
sions, but after 18 months he fled 
to Hawaii. He founded a school 
at Honolulu which he headed off- 
and-on until 1938. 


In 1920 he went to Shanghai and 


set up a government in exile. In 
1932 
he went to Geneva to submit 


a claim for Korean independence 
before the League of Nations. 
It was there tthal he met Miss 
Francesca Donner, 
an "attractive 


Viennese lady whom he married. 
Poised, vivacious, intelligent, with 
flashing dark eyes and great stylo, 
Mrs. Rhee has joined her husband 
in advocating suffrage and equal 
social 
and 
economic rights 
for 
Korean women. 


When 
the 
Japanese 
incorpo- 


rated Korea 
into 
their 
empire 


they changed its name to "Chos- 
en," which means in English "The 
Land of Morning Clam." A poetic 
name, but the Koreans like Korea

Dr. SyrtRman Rhee, president of 


the provisional government of Ko- 
rea, said on a visit to Washington 
he had to 
master 
the 
Chinese 
classics before he passed his exams 
as a young man. 


Dr. Rhee, a life-long loader of 


the Korean 
independence 
move- 
ment, is a dapper personality who 
dresses with Bond Street 
impec- 


cability. 
Humorous, intellectual, 
the 72'year-old statesman 
has 
a 


habit of blowing on the tips of his 
fingers 
in 
times 
of 
emotional 
stress. < 


This probably goes back to an 


experience he had in 1897, when 
he was placed in prison because 
of his attempts to force 
reforms 


in the government. He 
led 
the 


youth of his country in a move- 
ment to 
keep 
the 
government 


free from Japanese and Russian 
influence and to 
secure 
demo- 


cratic reforms from the Yi 
dy- 
nasty. 


For the first six months of his 


seven years' 
incarceration, 
Dr. 


Rhee was tortured daily. He was 
beaten. Oiled papers 
were 
tied 


around his arm and then set afire. 
Three-cornered 
bamboo 
sticks 
were placed between his fingers 
and his hands then tightly bound. 
Dr. Rhee had attended a mission 


school in Seoul. Korea's capital, 


I where he learned English and was 
converted'to Christianity. While in 
prison one of his fellow prisoners 
•held a copy of the New Testament 
for him lo read aloud to the others, 
bringing 
about 
their 
conversion 
also. 


Behind .bars he also 
wrote 
a 


book called "The Spirit of 
Inde- 


pendence," which he managed to 
have smuggled out of the prison 
and published. 


In 1004, when the Russo-Japanese 
war was about to start and a gen- 
eral amnesty of political prisoners 
-is effected, Dr. Rhee was re- 
-_ased. 
Refusing, 
however, 
to 


acquiesce to Japanese domination, 
he 
came 
to 
this 
country 
and 


studied 
at 
George : Washington 


university, Harvard and Princeton. 
President Wilson pcrsonnally con- 
lerred his Ph. D. degree on him 
at Princeton. His doctor's disser- 
tation was on "United States For- 
eign Policy in Asia." 


Then 
Dr. 
Rhee 
returned 
lo 
Korea as representative 
of 
the 


Methodist Board of Foreign, mis- 
sions, but after 18 months he fled 
to Hawaii. He founded a school 
at Honolulu which he headed off- 
and-on until 1938. 


In 1920 he went to Shanghai and 


set up a government in exile. In 
1932 
he went to Geneva to submit 


a claim for Korean independence 
before the League of Nations. 
It was there tthal he met Miss 
Francesca Donner, 
an attractive 


Viennese lady whom he married. 
Poised, vivacious, intelligent, with 
flashing dark eyes and great stylo, 
Mrs. Rhee has joined her husband 
in advocating suffrage and equal 
social 
and 
economic rights 
for 
Korean women. 


When 
the 
Japanese 
incorpo- 


rated Korea 
into 
their 
empire 


they changed its name to "Chos- 
en," which means in English "The 
Land of Morning Clam." A poetic 
name, but the Koreans like Korea 
best. . ,
